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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.

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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed March 1 1 , 2010 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. With regards to the arguments directed at the claim language, such 
was considered persuasive and the rejections have been dropped, however, as set forth 
above claims still remain in the application which are withdrawn with traverse. With 
regards to the figures not showing claimed subject matter, such is still required in that 
there is not a clear understanding from the figures how the internal surface is only 
covered by 2-20% when the figures appear to show a completely covered 
circumference with no gaps or missing area that contains an absence of fibers, 
therefore there is no showing that only 2-20% is covered, and therefore it is not clear 
from the drawings in what way it is only covered 2-20%. For instance are there spaces 
along the longitudinal length that have no fibers and amount to the 2-20% or are the 
figures inaccurate to show a complete coverage around the interior circumference. 
Therefore, with there being no clear understanding of how such is achieved, there can 
be no clear understanding without a corrected drawing or a drawing showing this 
claimed feature, especially when the figure showing such structure is densely packed 
with fibers around the entire interior surface. The objection to the drawings is still being 
held and a response should include a proposed drawing as stated above.
